For and in consideration of the payment of One Hundred Dollars and ten pər- 
cent of the gross receipts, Hartford Bees Ino. agrees to lease tho premises 
knom as Bulkeley Stadium in the City of Hartford to the Negro National 

League for the playing of baseball on Sunday afternoon, May 26th, 1940. 


This said lease is not to include the persomel of the Bulkeley Stadium. 
The Negro National League agrees to employ all the help necessary to the 
running and maintenance of said Bulkeley Stadium on that day. 


The Negro National League further agrees to maintain the premises of Bulkeley 
Stadium during its tenancy, in the same condition that existed before 
their ontrance thersupon. 


Payment in full, under the terms of this agreement, is to be made by the 
Negro National League to Hartford Bees Ino. at the conclusion of the 
baseball games that are to be played on said date in said Bulkeley Shuitimx 
Stadium.
